These were among the last words spoken by 
Charles Fillmore. On July 5, after ninety-four 
years of joyous living among us, the founder of 
Unity returned into the heart of the Father of all. 


Charles Fillmore was gifted beyond most men 
with an inquiring mind, a creative imagination, 
a joyous spirit, and a steadfast faith in man’s di- 
vinity. He was spiritual, yet his spirituality was 
salted by a divine simplicity that made him real 
and dear. Whole-mindedly he sought the Truth 
and spoke it fearlessly as he saw it, yet his sin- 
cerity was no greater than his charity. He was 
an original and creative thinker and moved boldly 
in new realms of thought, yet he never lost the 
common touch. He founded a faith that reached 
around the world, yet his humility was as great 
as his accomplishments; it was Unity, not 
Charles Fillmore, whose fame and fortune he 
worked to forward. He soared, but he lived 
simply. There was a mixture in him of boy and 
mystic, jester and genius, businessman and saint. 
He was a man! 












What a mighty spirit moved this man! It so 
filled with life the crippled body he had had since 
boyhood that this body was a radiant vehicle of 
life. It so filled with wisdom and knowledge the 
mind of the youth who had almost no formal 
education that this mind became the interpreter 
of Truth to millions and showed Christianity to 
be a practical way of life. It so filled with the 
joy of living and with faith in eternal life the 
heart of the middle-aged man that this heart 
overcame illness and financial failure and brought 
forth Unity, which has meant joy and faith and 
life to countless individuals. 

Twenty years ago he left the active manage- 
ment of Unity to others and devoted himself to 
writing and teaching. He was ever ready with 
Solomon-wise judgment when important deci- 
sions were to be made. 

He is still here when he is needed. His spirit 
is not gone from us, for he made it part of us. 
Now that the small, frail, quick form moves no 
more among us, this spirit, this joyous, coura- 
geous, victorious spirit, is more a part of us than 
ever. 


The spirit of Charles Fillmore speaks in these 
words and in all the words of all the magazines 
and books that go forth in the name of Unity. It 
goes out on the lifeline of prayer with which 
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Unity has encircled the globe. It lives in the 
hearts of all who have changed their life by his 
ideas. You who read this have something of his 
spirit. His mantle falls upon us all; we shall be 
true to the Truth he saw and taught. 

He taught us that fulfillment lies in living, not 
in dying. Few have believed in life, loved life, 
more than he. He would have kept his body, 
however unsuited it may have been as a vehicle 
for such a vital spirit, even though “the lord 
of his own being”—his greater self—in wisdom 
thought otherwise. Whatever the street of con- 
sciousness down which he now is walking, this 
much is certain: he is in the heart of life as he 
always was. He is winning immortality. 

His was always the spiritual quest. He was an 
overcomer, a modern way-shower. He aimed at 
the highest, and how high he mounted! He aimed 
at the stars, and his heart and mind were lit as 
by their light! He aimed at eternal life, and how 
much of life he won, not only for himself but 
for how many others!

All Are Worthy 


SILENT UNITY 


a very personal human problem you may have 

felt that your letter was different from any 
other received by us, you may even have hesi- 
tated sending your letter because of the personal 
nature of your problem. It may surprise many peo- 
ple to know that the majority of letters we receive 
in Silent Unity asking for help in prayer deal with 
problems of a very personal nature. 

Most persons when they talk about their prob- 
lems with friends or relatives deal with super- 
ficialities; they do not, they dare not, reveal what 
is in their heart. But when they write to Silent 
Unity they are, as it were, talking to God, and 
so they feel free and safe in revealing the heart 
of their need. 

As we read these letters from men and women, 
even from children, we find a recurring theme 
running in and through them all. We hear the 
universal cry of the heart: “Let me have love in 
my life! Let me have happiness!” 

What kind of problems do people lay before 
us? There are letters from mothers who are dis- 
tressed about unruly, backward, or malajusted 
children. There are wives who write to us about 


[ YOU have ever written to Silent Unity about 
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unfaithful husbands, about marriage relations that 
are unhappy and unsatisfactory. There are hus- 
bands who write to us about wives who nag and 
complain and make life utterly miserable for them. 
There are office workers who write to us about 
jealousies among their co-workers, about injus- 
tices, about traitorous acts of friends. There are 
people who are lonely and unloved; there are 
those who are so desperate for love and com- 
panionship that they become involved in situa- 
tions that are unwholesome and unhappy. There 
are young persons who have been carried away 
by their emotions and feelings and find themselves 
in a position that is a most difficult one for them- 
selves and their family. 

Now when we read and answer these letters, 
whether they are from men, women, or children, 
whatever the problem, we see beyond the prob- 
lem and behold a soul seeking God. All are souls, 
all are developing. Not all have come the same 
way, not all have attained the same degree of un- 
derstanding, but all are spiritual beings, all are 
children of God, all are worthy of love and faith 
and prayers. All are worthy of praise, for no one 
is wholly right or wholly wrong, wholly bad or 
wholly good. In God's sight there is no failure. 
Progress may be slow, learning may be painful, it 
may seem an overwhelming task to unfold the 
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spiritual nature; but always in every soul there is a 
desire for light, a reaching out for happiness, a 
longing for a better way of life. 

What sort of advice do we give mothers about 
children, wives about husbands, husbands about 
wives, and so on? We do not attempt to give spe- 
cific advice, for we know that humanly we cannot 
tell another person the way he is to go, we can- 
not lay down an exact course of action for him. 

We know that the lack of adjustment between 
human beings in the marriage relation or in any 
other human relation is due to a lack of under- 
standing in the mind and heart, a lack of a feel- 
ing of security, a lack of a feeling of divine ap- 
proval and self-approval. It is difficult to be 
truly loving and kind and considerate toward 
other persons when we do not have serenity in 
our own soul. So we always give our friends ideas 
that will strengthen and support their own faith 
in God, their own feeling of security as a child of 
God. When they come to know themselves in this 
light they are more able to give understanding 
and love and help to those about them. 

A mother who writes to us about her problem 
child needs first of all to find peace of mind her- 
self; she needs to develop an inner poise and 
trust in God so that she can radiate and communi- 
cate a strong spirit to her child. We try to help 
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the mother to realize that her child is a soul, even 
as she is, that her child has within him the Spirit 
of God, that her child has powers and abilities 
within him that equip him for successful living. 
We teach her that she cannot live her child’s 
life, she cannot make him into the image of what 
she would have him be, but she can surround him 
with an atmosphere of love and appreciation and 
confidence that will help him grow fearlessly and 
freely into the pattern of perfection established 
for him. 

We have seen proved to us over and over in 
our Silent Unity ministry that love is a great 
power. We do not hesitate to tell people with an 
unhappy heart and life to practice love. We have 
seen its transforming power, we have seen what 
seemed to be miracles take place when a person 
took hold of the idea of love and let love begin 
to express itself through him. 

It is a wonderful thing that so many thousands 
have the faith and trust in Silent Unity to write 
to us about these things which distress their soul 
and grieve their heart, for in writing to us, in 
seeking help in prayer, they are opening their 
mind and heart to understanding, they are setting 
their feet on the path of light. 

We believe that these people who write to us 
for help set a pattern for many, many others. As 
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they are strengthened in their faith, as they begin 
to work out their problems in the Truth way they 
influence and bless more persons than they can 
possibly know about. So a mother who writes for 
help about a problem child helps many, many 
mothers. A wife who writes to us about a mar- 
riage that is failing helps many, many wives who 
are facing similar situations. Thus the benefits 
and blessings of prayer extend beyond the one 
who prays, and he is not even aware that he is a 
channel for good. 

Would you like to know some of the affirma- 
tions we send out to people with problems that 
affect the heart and home? 

God’s Spirit of love, expressing itself through 
me, draws to me all that is needed to make me 
happy and my life complete. 

I have faith that the loving, forgiving, un- 
derstanding Spirit of Christ is dissolving all in- 
harmony and establishing happiness, peace, and 
right conditions. 

Peace fills my heart and mind. I know that God 
is present in all persons and situations, and I trust 
Him to establish that which is right, good, and 
orderly.

‘<4 ND YE shall seek me, and find me, when 

A‘ shall search for me with all your 

heart.”” These words came to the Israel- 

ites through the prophet Jeremiah when they 

were in the midst of great trouble, when even

When we seek healing with all 
our heart we concentrate all our faculties on the 
idea of life and wholeness. We give thought to 
proper nourishment and sufficient rest. We obey 
the simple rules of health. We affirm the Truth 
about ourselves; we picture our body as the tem- 
ple of the living God. We give up fears and 
worries that hinder the perfect functioning of our 
body. We turn our mind toward the truth that 
God's will for us is perfect health. Because we 
desire a strong, healthy body we are willing to 
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concentrate all our faculties on the fulfillment 
of this desire. 

God is supply. If there is an appearance of 
lack in our affairs, then in seeking supply we are 
also seeking God, and we shall surely find ful- 
fillment. When we desire a prosperous state of 
affairs in our life with all our heart we are willing 
to set in motion all the forces at our command 
to build a prosperous state of affairs. We are will- 
ing to work with diligence, using the particular 
qualities and talents that are ours.
